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REPORT 


OF THE 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE, 


The past year has been one of marked success and pro- 
gress in our schools. Much credit is due to our prudential 
committees for securing the services only of those who have 
a good reputation as teachers, or who give promise of be- 
coming such. If we are to have good schools, we must 
have good teachers. Our teachers, as a class, have not 
only been well qualified, but earnest, faithful and skillful 
workers; who have rightly appreciated and honored their 
noble calling. The kind, firm, yet winning manner of 
these teachers had a moulding influence on their pupils, 
which readily secured and retained the hearty co-operation 
of all, but especially of the older scholars. 

When teachers and scholars are thus working together 
in harmony and sweet accord, parents and patrons of edu- 
cation will not withhold their hearty support and encour- 
agement. When these three factors, good teachers, good 
scholars and interested citizens, are all united and com- 
bined in their councils and ‘efforts to make our schools 
most efficient for good, the best of results will be secured. 
This has been the happy experience in the working of our 
school system the past year, to a very commendable ex- 
tent. To substantiate the statements above made I have 
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only to appeal to scores of competent witnesses who have 
visited our schools, either ap term time or at the closing 
examination. 

Districts Nos. 5 and 6 have procured for their schools 
the complete school charts, and have found them very use- 
ful in the hands of competent teachers. Can not, will not, 
the other districts follow their noble example ? 

It seems desirable, also, for the accommodation of teach- 
ers, that every school-room should at least be supplied 
with a complete list of text-books, authorized to be used 
in our schools. 

Brands’ Elementary Treatise on Physiology and the ef- 
fects of Stimulants and Narcotics on the Human System, 
has been introduced into our schools as an authorized text- 
book, and it is earnestly recommended that special atten- 
tion be given to this branch of study as it is one of vital 
importance to every person, young or old. It is a study, 
too, which the more advanced scholars in our schools high- 
ly enjoy as was most happily illustrated by a large class in 
school district No. 6.

Harriett D. Gordon, of New Ipswich, was in charge 
of this school through the entire school year. She came 
to us well recommended and fully maintained her reputa- 
tion as a judicious manager, a thorough and faithful teach- 
er, illustrating in a very clear and attractive manner the 
elements of all branches. Both teacher and scholars are 
deserving of much credit for the good order and success 
of the school.
